WEATHEH SIGNS. 


Weather forecasts are of no practi- 


cal utility unless the> locate the 
weather events, and yet the location of 
future weather changes ma«t neces- 
sarily have a limit. Some people will 
be satisfied with nothing less than to 
know the time and the amount of all 
future rainfalls on their potato patch. 


The responsibility must be divided 


and the parties interested in weather 
changes must learn some of the indi- 
cations of weather changes and some 
of the circumstances that govern rain- 
fall in their own immediate vicinities. 


Things are no', always what they 


seem. Appearances are sometimes 
very deceptive Most readers of these 
bulletins have learned that the storm 
waves move from west to east and not 
from east to west, as often appears to 
be the case. 


The storm wave is caused by two 


barometers, a high and a low, and the 
rainfall, snowfall and the cloud belts 
are found on the line where these high 
and low barometers meet. On this line 
occur the changes from hot to cold, 
cold to hot, and here the destructive 
tornado often does its most terrible 
work. 


There are many things about the 


coming weather changes you would 
like to know and which can never be , 
told yon, therefore you must use your 
eyes and reasoning faculties. Many' 
peoplp do not know as much about the' 
weather as a bog and they cannot 
understand a forecast though it be 
written in the plainest 
language

intelligent people who have

As a rule one de- 
notes a raise of temperature whljn the 
other denotes a fall or decrease in pres- 
sure, but there are excptions to this 
rule which will be explained as the dis- 
cussion progresses.

Kew Orleans Ha* Ju»t Completed tbe Vint 


One Ever Built. 


The National Bice Manniactnritig 


company of Kew Orleans has just com- 
pleted the erection of the first rice ele- 
rator in the world. Tbe few trials so 
far given it have proved the success of 
the experiment, and other elevators will 
be erected both at New Orleans and 
other principal rice pofnts in this conn- 
try. The effect will be to revolutionize 
the rice trade. 


Under the old system the cost of han- 


dling and selling the cereal was very 
great, besides the inconvenience of send- 
ing ont samples of each shipment and 
the impossibility of concentrating ship- 
ments owing to the difference in grades 
and contracts for particular grades. In 
the new elevator system the rice U 
brought in car lots, dumped into the ele- 
vator, is cleaned, weighed and automat- 
ically assorted into one of six grades by 
delicate machinery and is then loaded 
into sacks, which are delivered on the 
warehouse floor ready for the market. 


Outside of the saving in the handling, 


the establishment of grades will facili- 
tate and systemize the sales, doing away 
with delay, cost and inconvenience and 
establishing the nee industry on the same 
basis as wheat and other cereals. The 
opinion of the nee men heretofore has al- 
ways been that it was impossible to grade 
rice.— St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


Two Backs at One Shot.

It 
was orderly, methodical nnrt fa\v in its 
processes aad wqs strongly opposed to 
violence or mob rnlc. Its "distinctive 
feature was biiaply that its decrees aud 
findings \ver« executed sternly und 
swiftly upo i the spot of their delivery.

Deserters from

strength and semblance of organization 
to their operations. 
Wherever they ap- 


peared tho terror stricken inhabitants 
wore plundered, harassed and rnerci- 


ceted to every variety of in- 


sult and outrage. A remedy -was need- 
ed for this insufferable state of things, 
a remedy that should at once strike 
such terror to these miscreants as 
would relieve a community already suf- 
fering from the effects of hostile inva- 
sion. Colonel Lynch was the man to 
take the lead in such an emergency. 
He succeeded in organizing a body of 
patriotia-citizens, men of known char- 
acter and standing. 


Having laid his plans before them 


and securing their approval, he at once 
proceeded, to put them into execution. 
At the head of his followers he prompt- 
ly got upon the track of the unsuspect- 
ing enemy, captured many and caused 
the others to flee from the country. 
When any of these outlaws fell into 
his handb, they were not taken at once 
to a treo aad hanged or tied to a stake 
and bliot, aa irt now done under the per- 
verted sybtein of tho present day. This 
was not according to the code of Colo- 
nel Lynch and his followers, 


So tar fioin such a lawless procedure 


a jury was selected from Lynch's men, 
over which he presided as judge. 
The 


captives woie tried separately, the ac- 
cused allowed to make his own defense 
and to show cause, if he could, why he 
should not" be punished. 
If found 


Kuilty, the punishment was inflicted on 
the spot. Tho general impression has 
been that in all cases of lynch law the 
penalty was death. This is a mistake. 
4 writer who knew Colonel Lynch well 
*-as assured Ly him that he never will- 
ngly condomned a criminal to capital 
punishment; that prisoners were fre- 
ineutly U t oft" with a severe flogging 
mil thtii hlciated on condition that 
liry wor'd ! avo the country.—Ne\v
